OBJECTS ON THE MOON 
The Size Tney Must Be to Show In 
Our Different Telescopes 

The Abbe Moreux, director of the 
astronomical observatory of Bourges. 

France, answers in Cosmos the ques: 
tion, “What is the smallest object vis- 
ible on the moon?’ 

First, it 's necessary to know what 

is the smallest angular magnitude that 
the naked eye can perceive. Experi- 
ment, says the abbe proves this to be 
thirty seconds. In other words, at 
object that substends an arc of thirty 
seconds ‘is firgst-visible to the naked 
eye. Therofure an object having an 
angular diameter of one second can be 
seen when it is magnified. thirty 
times. An are of one second represents 
about 6,000 square feet at the centre 
of the lunar disc. Hence, a telescope 
that magaifies thirty times will make 
visible a spot 6,000 feet in diameter 
on the surface of the moon. 
A more »yowerful telescope will re- 
eal smaller objects. One with four | 
inches aper‘vre and a power of 300 
will show objects of 600 feet diameter 
One with a power of 2,000 diameters 
will reveal details measuring about 
ninety feet. 

This, howeve:, i: theory. It takes 
a trained and practised eye to see 
fine details ‘nrough a telescope. The 
agitation of the earth’s atmosphere 
by winds ano currents interferes ‘er- 
ribly “ith the use of very high powers 
in telescopes. An enlargement of 400 | 
diameters almost exceeds the prac- 
tical limit. It can be used only on 
perfectly cicar, still nights when the 
moon is high above the horizon. This 
will reveal objects 450 feet in diamet

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THE “BRITISH ADMIRALTY HAS 
CREATED A ROYAL NAVY 
AIR SERVICE 


—— 
The Introduction of the Aerial Arm 
in the British Empire's Fighting 
Forces is Considtred to be a Pre- 
face to the History of War in the 

Air. 

‘The British Adm'ralty has just an 
ouLced We creation o: a royal naval 
air service with its own ranks an 
uvniform. 

‘Yhe promulgation of the regula- 
tions marks a distinct step in the 
introduction of the aerial arm into 
the empire's fighting forces, in fact 
it is a pretace to the history of war 
in the ail. 

Up to the presert dete air work 
in the navy has peen of too recent 
birth to admit of the application of 
firm lines of organization, The 
present regulations show that it is 
ccnsidered that the time has now 
arrived when this section should 
begin a dist-nct and individual life of 
its own. ./e 1ave therefore in these 
reguiations the formation of a royal 
nuvai air service, which is to be con- 
siituted as a distinc. part of the mili- 
tary, or fighting branch of the royal 
navy. 

The scheme is based on the prin- 
ciple that ali classes of officers and 
men in this naval air service shall 
enjoy equal facilities in regard to 
military command, 680 that officers 
aud men of the military and the non- 
military brarches of the royal navy 
ollicers and men o° the royal mar- 
ines, of the roya! naval reserve 
forces, those transferred from the 
army, and taose entered direct from 
civil life snall ali take rank and 
precedence according to their naval 
air service giade while performing air 
service duties. 

It has therefore been decided ic. 
the first instance to frame an ar- 
bitrary sen‘ority list as regards the 
ouicers and man now engaged on this 
work; and in future that all officers 
and men will take position on the 
list from the date of their being 
graded. At the same time the ag? 
and previous service of candidates 
will be adjusted to ensure chat all 
shail begin as nearly equal as is 
precticable. 

The pay is on approximately the 
seme rates a; those for submarine 
service, but slightly higher on che 
whole, 

The unifor:: will be the same as 
that worn by executive officers in the 
royal navy. A small badge in the 
shape of an eagle will be worn above 
the stripes on the left sleeve. The uni- 
form will be very similar, but the 
anchor (the emllem of the sea), will 
be generally ‘eplaced by the eagle,
